Carter: U.S. is ‘in 
contact’ with PLO

WASHDI C3TON. — President Jimmy 
Carter yesterday confirmed that the 
U.S. baa been In indirect contact 
vrith toe PLO and said it haa been en- 
couraged by indications that the 
oigonlzation mlglu accept U.N.

Meeting with reporters in Plains. 
Geotgla. the presidmt said: “I hope 
we eon work out something about the 
Palestinians. TTiat is the biggest 
problem now.** 

Carter said that the U.S. has com- 
municated with toe PLO through toe 
governments of Egypt. Jordan, 
Syria and Saudi Arabia, ^t he said 
was not done directly, because 
the organization is still committed to 
Israel’s deatruetion. 

Asked what the FLO was saying in 
the indirect contacts. Carter replied: 
“That they may adopt Resolution 
342, which does recognize Israere 
right to exist permanently end In 
pee«e with secure bordera.” 

The terrorists were reported to be 
willing to accept resolution 242 if It 
was amended to include a reference 
to the “national rights of the 
Palestinians.*' 

Carter said that if tbe PLO would 
indeed recognize 242 it “would open 
up a new opportunity for us to start 
discussions ^th them, also open 
up on avenue that might lead to their 
participation in a Geneva con- 
ference." 

He expressed hope that the PLO 
mlgltt Infaet occ^t the reeolnttonaa 
It BOW stands, even though the 
organisatien might later aanonnee 
Ito own Inter p ret a tion of It.

U.S. committed to 
resist 242 changes

WASHINGTON. — American of- 
ficials yesterday confirmed that tbe 
U.S. cannot agree to any change op- 
posed by Israel In U.N. Security 
Council Resolutions 242 and 838 
without first breaking a major U.S. 
commitment to Israel. 

The officials were referring to arti- 
cle four of tbe U.S.-lsrael memoran- 
dum of agreement on U.S. political, 
economic and military assurances to 
Israel The menckrandum followed 
the signing of the second Sinai dis- 
engagement accord with Egypt in 
September, ISTO. 

That article reads: 

“The U.S. will oppose and, if 
necessary, vote against any in- 
itiative fax toe Security Cbuncil to 
alter adversely the terms of 
reference of tbe Geneva Peace 
Conference or to change resolutions 
242 and 838 in ways which are Incom- 
patible with their original purpose.** 

The seexret U.8.-Xsrael memoran- 
dum of agreement, which was leak- 
ed to toe press shortly after it was 
signed, also includes other impor- 
tsint conotraintB on U.S. policy vis-a- 
vis the Geneva Ootxfereixce. Presi' 
dent Carter last week said that his 
administration continues to feel 
obligated by tbeee U.S. com- 
mitments, negotiated by then 
Secretary of State Henry KiseiDger. 

TtaeU.S. Bosurancea now appear to 
have token on added signtflcance as 
efforts aimed at reconvening the 
conference Intensify and as a for- 
mula to res^ve toe difficult question 
of Palestinian representation at 
Geneva is sought. 

Israeli negotiators can be ex- 
pected to point out these com- 
mitments when they open talks with 
Secretory of State Vance in 
Jerusalem today. 

Since 2967. the U.S. has blocked all 
efforts in the Security Council by 
either the Arab states or tbe Soviet 
Union to rewrite resolution 343, 
which today is toe only agreed b asis 
fornegotiations. The PLO rejects tbe 
resolution because it addresses the 
Paleatinian Arab question only in 
terms of refugees. 

Testerday, U.S. sources conceded 
that Israel appears to have the U.S. 
“boxed in.** even if Washington 
agreed to a change. 

The 19TO memorandum of agree-, 
znent also prevents the U.8. from 
doling with tbe PLO so long as It 
refuses to accept resolutions 242 and 
S38 and Israel's right to exist; 

“The U.S. Government will con- 
sult fully and seek to concert its posi- 
tion and strategy at tbe Geneva 
Peace Cbnferenee on this Issue with 
the Government of iBrael." the 
memoranduzn continues. 

• “Similarly, the UA. will consult 
fully and seek to concert its position 
and strategy with Israel with regard 
to the partlcipaUen of any other ad- 
ditional states. It is understood that 
the. participation at a subsequent 


phase of tbe conference of any possi- 
ble additional state, group or 
organization will require the agree- 
ment of all the Initial participants." 

The former Rabin gov eminent bad 
.insisted on this U.S. -Israel 
memorandum before signing tbe 
Sinai accord with Egypt. Th at agree- 
ment saw Israel withdraw from 
strategic Sinai moxmtain passes and 
the Abu Rodels oilfields in exchange 
for virtually no Egyptian eon- 
ceasions, and for a pledge to extend 
the life of the U.N. peace-keeping 
force In Sinai for at least three years. 

Israeli officials have always 
believed that tbe major benefit 
Israel received in that agreement 
consisted of U.S. plgjlges of con- 
siderable economic and military 
support, as well as of crucial com- 
mitments of political and diplomatic 
support. 

"The diplomatic commitments 
now appear to be paying off," one 
U.S. source said yesterday, in- 
dicating tost he regarded the Rabin 
government as having been “far- 
sighted” in demanding these con- 
cessions from Washington. 

"Without those commitments in 
writing,” he went on to s^, ”I doubt 
whether the Carter Adxxii^tration 
would have felt itself so bound to stto- 
port the Israeli view.” 

Other major diplomatic com- 
mitments made by Kissinger In the 
1978 memorandum include the 
following points: 

• “The U.S. will make every effort 
to ensure at the (Geneva) con- 
ference that oil the substantive 
negotiations will be on a bilateral 
basis.” This would appear to rule out 
a proposal calling for on oII-Arab 
delegation, which would deal with 
Israel together instead of as in- 
dividual states. 

• '"nie U.S. and Israel will concert 
action to assui^ that the conference 
will be conducted In a manner conso- 
nant with the objectives of this docu- 
ment and with the declared purpose 
of the conference, namely the ad- 
vancement of a negotiated peace 
between Israel and its neighbours.” 
17118 indicates U.S. support for what 
Israel regards as “real peace.” not 
merely an end to the state of 
belligerency. 

• “The (Geneva Peace Cbnferenee 
win be reconvened at a time coor- 
dinated between the U.S; and 
Israel.” 

In addition, the U.S. promised that 
it “will seek to ensure that the role of 
toe co-sponsozo (of the Geneva 
Cbnferenee. namely the U.S. and the 
USSR) will be consistent with what 
was agreed in the memorandum of 
understanding between the U.S. 
Government and the Government of 
Israel of December 20, 1972.” (Tbls 
earlier memorandum, which 
remains secret. Is believed to deal 
with on American pledge ixot to im- 
pose a superpower settlement on the 
Middle Boat.) 


In Saudi Arabia yesterday, Vance’s 
spokesman acknowledged that Washington 
was no longer Insisting on the PLO amen- 
ding Its “Convenant” calling for the 
destruction of Israel, but would make do 
with acceptance of 242. 

Since Israel is not expected to maifw do 
with that, “tough talks” are foreseen 
between Vance and tbe Israeli negotiators. 


U.S. optimistic as 
Vance arrives here

U.S. Secretary of State Cyrus 
Vaxxse b^lns his talks In Jeirusolem 
today against the background of 
what appears to be a concerted ef- 
fort by the Carter administration to 
boost hopes that a Middle East 
hreaktorou^ might be In the ofang 
due to a possible de facto recognition 
of Israel by the Palestine Liberation 
Organization. 

A frash note sounded by Vance was 
that toe U.S. administration might 
modify Its position on the PLO now 
that the organization is reported to 
be considering accepting U.N. 
Resolution 242, which gfoverns the 
larael-Arah peace negotiations in 
Geneva. 

State Department spokesman 
Hodding Carter, accompanying 
Vance on his current Middle East 
tour, had earlier quoted Saudi Ara- 
bian officials In Taef as saying that 
the PLO would announce a change in 
Its attitude to resolution 242 soon. . 

PLO spokesmen, however, have 
made conflicting comments. Some 
denied any such Intention, wfaiie 
others said that toe orgcuiization 
would change its attitude to 242 
provided an amendment is attached 
extending political, rather than 
mere refugee, status to the 
Palestiniana and recognizing their 
right to compensation for property in 
pre-1967 Israel. 

The State Department apokeaman 
said that the U.S. has dropped its de- 
mand that the PLO revise its 
national charter, which, in more 
than one clause, considers.the State 
of Israel as “null and void.” He said 
that if the PLO accepts the U.N. 
resolution, the U.S. would support 
the PLO’s claim to participate in 
forthcoming talks — on behalf of the 
Palestinian Arabs — without a 
change in the charter. 

“As far aa the secretary ( of state) 
Is concerned, the acceptance of U.N. 
reaolution 242 would accomplish the 
same purpose as changing the 
charter,” the spokesman was quoted 
as saying. This WdS in sharp* con- 
trast to a statement by Vance last 
February, when he said that the PLO 
had to Biter its national covenant 
before tbe U.S. could deal with tbe 
organization. 


Vance is due to arrive in Israel to- 
day from Saudi Arabia — his fifth 
stop in a tour of five Arab nations 
and Israel. He has already visited 
Egypt, Lebanon, Syria and Jordan. 
The secretary is schedxxJed to revisit 
Alexandria, Damascus and Amman 
after his talks here. 

The secretary set out on his 
current mission last Sunday to li^ 
the gfroundwork for reconv^ng the 
Geneva Middle East Cbnferenee In 
October with the original par- 
ticipants ~ Israel, Eg^t, Syria and 
Jordan, as well as the the U.S. and 
the Soviet Union, co-chairmen, and 
the U.N. Secretary-General. On 
Arab insistence, however, he was 
forced to shift the focus of his mis- 
sion from ptxxseduraJ matters to sub- 
stantive issues — including the 
definition of peace, the concept of 
futuire bound^ies and toe political 
future of the Palestinian Arabs. 
Israel has maintained that all sub- 
stantive matters should only be rais- 
ed In face-to-face negotiations with 
the Arabs. 

An Egyptian proposal last week to 
set up a “working giroup” of BGddle 
East foreign ministers to prepara for 
Geneva peace negotiations was kill- 
ed by ^ria and Jordan, both of 
which have insisted that the parties 
should meet in Geneva following a 
thorough preparation of the 
groundwork on substantive issues in 
dispute. 

'the following conclusions appear 
to have emerged so far from Vance's 
mission;

Israel braces for 
Vance pressure to 
recognize PLO

There was uneasiness in 
Jerusalem yesterday on the eve of 
Secretary of State pyrus Vance’s 
arrival, in view of what appeared to 
be B carefully engineered and 
deliberately timed American effort 
to push Israel azid the PLO closer to 
each other and to Geneva. 

Whether or^ not the PLO's osten- 
sibly Imminent acceptance of 
Security Oounell rasolution 242 in 
fact materializes before toe talks 
here start this afternoon, Vance can 
be expected to press the Israeli 
leaders to ad(^ the U.S.'s own stand 
on the PLO — namely, recognition in 
return for recogxiitlon. 

Such a shift by Israel would cer- 
tainly give toe U.S. and Saudis (and 
Egy^ans) added ammunition with 
which to bombard the PLO In order 
to elicit from the latter the accep- 
tance of 242 that Waohlxigton hopee 
for, and the implicit recognition of 
Israel that It soys it would see in 
such a move. 

But observera considered It meet 
unllkdy that any each shift would tax 
fact be agreed to by IsraeL Indeed, a 
“member of the Israeli negotiatliig 
team” was qnoted Israel Ttolevl- 
olon last nIgU as siting that to him 
I It **made no dlfferenoe” whether die 
, PLO did or did not recognise Besolu- 
tion 842. And Premier Begin, earlier 
In tbe d^, stated categorically that 
PLO pazidcIpatioD at Geneva was 
“out of the question . , . completely 
nnaeoeptable.” 

There has always been an area of 
deliberate vagueness in the Israeli 
position — both that of the previous 
government and of this government 
— on toe question of possible mutual 
recognition between the PLO and 
Israel. 

Former prime minister . Yitzhak 
Rabin and his torel^ minister Tlgal 
Allon were wont to deflect specific 
questions by- dubbing them 
“hypothetical” or observing that “if 
my grandmother had wheels she'd 
be a bus." 


Israeli leaders always avoided 
having to say outright that even if 
the PLO expressed recognition of 
Israel, or acceptance of 242, Israel 
would In all likelihood maintain its 
refusal to have dealings with them. 

But there can be little doubt that 
that was in fact the stand of the 
previous government, and remains 
the stand under Begin. 'Die “Yariv- 
Sbemtov formula” — whereby Israel 
was to announce its readiness to 
negotiate with any Paleatinian Arab 
organization that recognized it. that 
accepted 242, and that desisted from 
terror —was specifically rejected by 
the previous cabinet, and has not 
been adopted by the present one. 

This differanee between Israel's 
stand and that of toe U.S. has alw^’s 
been present, but has never been of 
practical relevance — until now. 
Now. it seems, Washington wants 
laraei to effectively adopt the 
American position and promise to do 
business with tbe PLO If the latter 
accepts 242. 

Is this new departure in the 
American peacemaking effort a 
breach of Washington's bilateral 
agreements with Jenisalem? Legal 
observera pointed out last night that 
in the Memorandum of Agreement 
appended to Sinai n, Washington 
had pledged to abide by its stand on 
the PLO, i.e., not “to recognize nor 
negotiate” with the PLO until the 
latter recognizes Israel and accepts 
242 and 8S8. The clear implication 
was that Washington favoured 
mutual recognition. 

However, U-S. pressure on Israel 
to accept the PLO at Geneva, after 
the PLO had accepted 242, icoaid be 
a contravention of another clause In 
the Memorandum, that: “the par- 
ticipation ... of any possible ad- 
ditional state, group or organization 
will require the agreement of all the 
initial participants.” 

Furthermore, legal observers here 
noted, the conditions now set by 
President Carter for acceptance of 
the PLO at Geneva do not include the

Bromine fumes send 
13 to hospital

BEBRSHEVA. — 13 employees of 
the Bromine Compounds plant here 
were hospitalized Sunday evening 
after breathing bromine v^otuv 
which had escaped from a container 
close to vtiiere they were working. 

Shalom Kopelman, manager of the 
firm, told Zhe Jerusalem Post that 
the gas came from a puncture in the 
container and had not escaped from 
the actual production line. He said 
that the v^ours, if breathed in con- 
centrated amounts, can lead to 
death, but that the workera had 
probably not taken in that much gas. 

Only one of the workers was 


brought directly to Soroka lifedleal 
Centre here when he began 
CQugfaiag. Fellow workers who came 
to visit him at the hospital were then 
observed to also be suffering from 
the same symptoms and were 
ordered hospitalized. A special 
emergency ward was opened in Che 
hospital's basement to care for the 
unusually lai^e number of patients. 

A hospital spokesman yesterday 
described their Illness as 
“moderately slig^” and said they 
would probably be released tod^. 
Doctors suspect that the after- 
effects of the gas might only show up 
today, but expect the patients to be 
released If nothing is observed.

HAIFA. — An adult education 
programme for Junior officers of toe 
Prisons Service, held at Haifa 
University this summer, will be con- 
tinued and expanded to the service's 
senior offlcera, because of its 
success. 

So far, four groups of about 30 
Junior officers have completed five- 
day seminars. The fifth group began 
its seminar this week. 

Dxe programme, similar to one in- 
itiated for policemen last year by the 
adult education department of the 
Education Ministry, is compulsory 
for the junior pirlson officers. But the 
participants do not grumble about 
returning to the classrooms; In- 
stead, they have shown great 
enthusiasm for the idea and the sub- 
jects covered. All have aald that the 
programme has helped open their 
eyes to what they have missed, 
widen their outlook and encourage 
them to read and seek further 
knowledge. 

The majority of the 30 or so of- 
ficers in the ctnrent seminar did not 
graduate from high school. 
However, two are social workera 
with the Prisons Service and are 
college graduates. Two participants 
aro women. The participants sleep in 
student dormitories. 

Dxe subjects covered by members 
of the university staff include lec- 
tures and discussions of Israel’s 
political regime and Ideologies, 
social problems, the Arab-Israel 
conflict and its history, economic af- 
fairs, minorities and ethics. Virtual- 
ly none of the subjects la irelated to 
the officers' woric. Die programme 
Is intended as a liberal education 
supplement, according to Dr. Eytan 
Iszaell, director of adult education at 
the university, who originated the 
idea.

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U,N. body urges partial 
boycott of Rhodesia 


UNITED NATIONS. — The U.N. 
fecial Oonunlttee on De colo n} ga . 
tion asked governments yesterday to 
•close down Rhodesian air, tourist 
and information services and ban 
Rhodesian advertising for 
mercenaries in a further clampdown 
On Rhodesia's white minority 
government. 

By general consent, the 24-natlon 
committee adopted two resolutions 
against Rhodesia. 

Tbe first called on all governments 
that had not yet done so to forbid 
operation of Air Rhodesia, the 
Rhodesia National Tourist Board 
and the Rhodesian hiformation Ser- 
vice on their territoriea. 

The second appealed to all states 
“to take all necessary and effective 
measures to prevent advertisement 
for, and recruitment of. mercenaries 
for” Rhodesia. 

Neither resolution named any 
country except South Africa as 
collaborating with Rhodesia in any 
way. But advertisements for 
mercenaries for Rhodesia have 


appeared in U.S. publications and 
J&odesia Information offices have 
operated In Washington, D.C., and 
^dney, ibistralia. 

In Rhodesia itself, black in- 
surgents blasted a stretch of railway 
track on a river bridge outaide 
Salisbury yesterday, as police con- 
tinued a massive manhunt for 
whoever carried out the weekend 
department store bombing that 
claimed 11 lives. .

The shooting breaks a weekend of 
quiet in the township 24 km. south- 
west of Johannesburg. 

School boycotts continued yester- 
day, and a police ;^okesman said 
attendance in secondary schools was 
very poor. 

African students in Soweto have 
boycotted classes to combat “Bantu 
(African) education” which they 
claim is inferior to white education. 
They derisively refer to it as “educa- 
tion for slavery.” 

Police have not confirmed a report 
that seven members of the militant 
Soweto Student Representative 
Oouncil were detained over the 
week-end. 

The black daily, “^e World,” 
reported on Sunday that seven 
members of the group, which has 
spearheaded the fight against white 
control In Soweto, were arrested In 
predawn raids on Friday.

Asia scrambles for oil-rich islands 


GESNEVA (UPI). — The world vaca- 
tion boom, which this year labeating 
all records, has led to anarchy in the 
tourist industry and a massacre on 
the highways, the International 
Labour Organization (UG) said 
yesterday. 

This situation will become worse 
unless governments rapidly in- 
troduce staggered vacation 
schemes, the ILO declared. 

' Predictions for 19T7 show that 230 
million people around the world will 
holiday abroad this year, an in- 
'crease of 10 per cent over 1976. 

A fisther 900 million people will be 
vacationing In their own countries, 
the HjO said. 

“The continuing tourist boom un- 
derlines the need for stsiggered holi- 
day schemes to help reduce the 
massacre on the roads and the 
destruction of the countryside,” said 


Glan-Lui^ Barenclnl, director of the' 
. XLO's hotel and tourism department. 

“The expected requirement fgr 
more space reflects the anarchy, tin-, 
provisation and amateuriam that are 
to be seen in the tourist Industry, not 
only in Europe but in other parts of 
the world,” he said. 

•In 'Wertern Eurepe, Baronclni 
said, vacation centres have reached 
or exceeded saturation point in the 
prime holiday season. 

“Extra recreation space equal to 
half the area of Switzerland Is likely 
to be needed by 1980 if the present 
trends continue," he sold.

HONG KONG (AP). — China and 
Vietnam are gearing for a militazy 
confrontation over a group of

Post,” reported yesterday. 

The newspcq)er said Vietnam's 
claim to the Spratly Islands. wMch 
include 96 coral reeto and atolls 
spread over 120,000 sq. km. in the 
southern part of the South China Sea. 
la bring supported by naval units and 
by troops who maintain a garrison 
on one of the Islands. 

Peking had announced on Satur- 
day that dozens of its destroyers, 
frigates, and gunboats, plus units of 
Its rir force, had been on exercise in 
the South China Sea. 

The newspaper, however, did not 
attribute its report. 

It quoted a Hanoi report from Fri- 
day that 'Vietnam had built up its 
navy and waa training it to defend Its 
territorial waters, off shore islands 
and continental shelf, while Peking 


was backing its claim with a 
massive combined air and naval 
strike-force that Includes a number 
of gidded-missfle destroyers. 

The islands are thought to'be sit- 
ting on a massive oillleid. They are 
also sfrateglcally important is con- 
trolling the sea routes between the 
hidlan Ocean, the South China Sea 
and the iqiproocbes to the western 
Pacific. 

The ^ratl^ have also been claim- 
ed by Taiwan ajul the Philippines. 
The paper said the PhUippines bave 
an army urit on one Island and that 
Taiwan maintains a 600-man gar- 
rison on Tailing, the largest island 
In the group, 80Q km. west of the 
PhUippines and 800 km. south of the 


Paracri Islands. 

“The New EveningPost,” a Bong 
Kong communist Chlnese-langnage 
newspaper, reported on Sunday that 
the Chinese navy had been canying 
out exercises In the region of the 
Spratlys. It noted the Chinese 
success in the Paracels three years 
ago, when Peking’s forces defeated 
the South Vietnamese navy.

DlRECXHONS for the future study of - 
contemporary Jewish cMlizatlon 
were discussed at a four-day inter- 
na tfo nal. seminar- held in Jerusalem 
last week under the auspices of the 
Hebrew. University's lastitute of 
Oontemporary Jewry. 

In opening a discussion ■ of the 
social-psycholo^al study of con- 
temporary Jewry, Professor Simon 
Herman of the Hebrew University . 
insisted that Jewish life mnat be 
viewed as a totality. ICany pioblezns - 
facing a particular Jewish communi- 
ty can only be properly com- 
prehended when jessed within a 
global context. He criticiaed some 
American studies of anti-Semitism 
for regarding it merely as a fOrm or 
prejudice directed against minority 
groups in America and ignoiingboth 
the historical and world Jewish 
perspectives. He also noted that fora 
full understanding of its 
characteristics and development, a 
Jewish community has to be studied 
in the context of its Gentile environ- 
ment. 

A conclusion of his researches has 
been the vital necessity to 
strengthen the Jewish' element in 
Israel society, without which the . 
Israeli has no anchor. Social psy- 
chological problems In Israel are 
particularly acute among Sephardi 
elements. Whereas all sectors have 
to face the chaUeqge of modernity, 
the present Sephardi generation has 
also to p*apple with the chaDenge of 
secularization — a problem which 
their Ashkenazi counterparts faced 
two or three generations earlier, hi 
this respect, he mentioned the ovior^ 
intoxication with sport which 
becomes a substitute value. 

Commenting on the paper, the 
American social psychologist. 
Professor Herbert t&iwan warned 
that Israel cannot become purely 
Jewish — and a Greats Israel even - 
less so. If attempts were made in 
that direction, jtojusticea would be in- 
evitable. 

Professor Moshe Davis, head of 
the Institute of Contemporary 
Jewry, spoke of Jewish distinc- 
tiveness in the American tradition, 
with particular reference to' - 
America's relations with the Holy 
Land. American Jews differ from 
other ethnic groups in their Involve- ■ 
ment with their group on a 
worldwide basis. There is a stroz^ 
correlation between -invcdvement in 
tbe Jewish People os a whole and 
commitmeat to Israel as Its dynamic 


Women who breast-feed

TBL AVIV. — Women of western 
backgrounds and of higher socio-. 
economic status who did not breast^ 
feed their children are the most like- 
ly to develop breast cancer, accor- 
ding to two studies conducted at the • 
Tel Aviv University Medical School. 

Ktb studies were conducted by 
Dr. Alexander Schechter, Dr. Bertha 
Bertinl and a team of colleagues. 

In the first study, 1798 women past 
their menopause stage were examin- 
ed. Of these 1,508 were of Western 
backgrounds and 290 from the IvDd- 
dle East and Horth- Africa. Tbe 
lowest rate of breast cancer was 
found among Yemenites. Over 60 per 
cent of the Western women showed 
medium to high estrogen activity as 
compared with SO per oezit among tbe 
Oriental women. ({Dgh estrbgm ac- 
tivity after the menopause is - a 
danger sign.) 

hi a second study, over 10,000 


women — some with breast cancer, 
others with other breast iUziesBes 
and a control group' of healthy 
women — were examined over a 
five-year period. Variables - con- 
sidered were economic status, age of 
marriage, number of children, 
breast-feeding (or a lack of It), etc. 

Dr. Schechter said more women 
should undergo preventive- ex- 
pTw<¥i*HrtnK so that cases of breast 
and cervical cancer eonld be 
^detected when complete cure is still 
possible, i.e. in the e4rly stages. The 
examinations are not painful, he 
said, an d Uey are not dangerous. - 
. Cervical cancer is on the rise in 
Israel, he noted, perhaps because of 
increased sexual freedom, frequent 
change of sex partners and other 
related factors. He -said cervie^ 
cancer used to be low among Jewish 
women because of their traditional 
life style, including 14 days 
abstinence from intercourse each 
month.

It was the 
supreme Instance of value comq>- 
tion. Jews were the victims because 
they were the only strangers in 
Buzt^e. 

The general theme, of the con- 
ference. which included a diseuaaiou 
of inter-unhrerslty cooperation in 
contemporary Jewish research, was 
summed up. in Prof. Bauer's 
statement: “Unlike the study of eon- 
temporary civilisation in, say, Hon- 
duras or New Zealand, the study of 
Jews is not marginal but central to 
the urtiexstanding ei contemporary 
cdvUlzatipn in geroral.''

Family coimselling helps find 
the pieces of shattered dreams

WHEN two young people from 
different backgrounds suddenly face 
conflicting nozms; when In-laws 
take Bides in a couple's quarrels: 

' when generation, conununicBtlon 
and cultural gaps cause tezzsion; 
when children drift Izzto bad com- 
pany or take drugs; when a zzilddle- 
aged oouple wb^ adult children 
leave home finally realize they can't 
cope with tbe break-down of old, 
frameworks; when the same crises' 
facing families everywhere In the 
world threaten the breakdown of an 
Israel family — where shonld one 
apply for help? 

Twelve hundred fazzillies from 
MetuUah to ]^at azmually Szid at 
least partial answers in help offered 
to them by the Isz^el Family 
. Cbuziselling Association in Tel Aviv 
which started in 1664 as a pilot pro- 
- Jeet. providizig part-time payehlaizie 
cozisultation by a Eupat Hblim 
volunteer staff. 

The Association, which until a few 
yeses ago was housed in the buQdizig 
of Kizpat Hn«m, now has its own 
quarters and is staffed by a team 
of professionals paid for by the 
American Jewish . Joint Distribution 
Comznittee (JDC) , the National 
. Oouzicil of Jewish Wbmen of f^nariw , 
Israel Government agracles and 
Association clients. Long before the 
Government gave its blessing to the- 
aecM'fOr family and marital counsell- 
ing, JDC provided thw>fi^np4tid 
' soclid worker and laid the base for 
a&e4aBsociation's currbutworkxCon- 
tinoing to pltv a vital role, JDC- 
lorael has supplied a third of the

“Our client is the family, and we ‘ 
deal with It as a unit," says Director 
Hassida Golan, showing us long 
waitizig lists of interested qliezzts 
referred to her by physicians, other 
social workers, the kibbiitzim. 

Gradually, Goverzimental aga- 
cies have come to rec<^rziize theneed 
for a service that will strezigtha 


family relationships and safeguard 
the family unit, Mrs. Golan 
observes. The Israeli fazzzily shows 
the wear and tear of an immigrant 
population, its cultural and 
economic upheavals, war, social 
conditiozis, the gaps - between the 
culture they brought with them azid 
that outside the home, tbe change of 
the women's role, replacemezit of old 
values fay ziew concepts. 

Adults of all ages come for a varie- 
ty of dai^ life aituatiozu they can't 
handle without help. Couples cometo 
the service for problezziB of Izicom- 
patibiU^, desire for separation or 
divorce, advice on sexual, ecozioizuc 
and cultural conflicts and parent-, 
child relationships. 

There are three points of crisis. 
Mrs. Golan observes. The first com- 
es a few years after marriage; the 
seeemd when children come into tbe 
lives of the couple; and the third 
when a middle aged couple has 
married off their dildren and the 
wife feels she has been a slave eill her 
life, her husband feels mis- 
understood and their relationship la 
ridden with resentzzient and cozifUet. 

£i the Israeli family, relatives are 
apt to involve themselves in the 
quarrel, taUzig sides and compouzi- 
ding tbe difficulties. Mrs. Golan 
notes.

ar6 too dependent on their parents; 
they ^taveno idea before embarking 
on it what married life Is all about. 
They have shattered dreams when 
they come face to face with harsh 
reality and find themselves uziable to 
cope. 

In IFRj, the largest group that 
applied Ibr treatment at the Associa- 
tfen was the group married over 10 
years; tbe second largest was in tbe 
one to five years after marriage 
category. Length of treatment 
varies from ozze to three sessions, go- 
ing up to sevOTal months or even a 
year, ozice a week consultations. 
Clients pay aecordizig to ability azid 
are seen by professional staff os well 
as student social workers, d^ezidizig 
on the case. The service has mozulzig 
as well as afternoon and evening 
hours so as to allow for a maximum 
number of persons to be treated.

But so does the 
newcomer, tbe new imznlgrant for 
whom the wwld began on Ibe dty he 
set foot on this soiL 

In perusing these short tales, 
couched in the simplest of Hebrew, 
the newcomer can realize he is part 
of a process that began ages ago. 
Tbe success of the process requires 
unabated peraevergnee. Its failure 
can only lead to InstwtanziihUation.

she says. “I think each of foemhaa a 
point.” 

Women complain all too often that 
they ai^ not given recognition for all 
they do; that their husbands are not 
affectionate enough. Sabras are 
often scared for not showizig their 
feelings. There is often lack of eom- 
munlcation that is hard to bridge. A 
man mzty complain his v^e uses the 
children as an excuse for not lettizig 
him come near her. Often, she Is 
angry about other things and 
ptmishes him In this way. A woznan 
will come to the social worker -with 
the eomplaizit: "I am nothing but a 
housemaid for him, be takes 
everythizig for granted. 1 am tired of 
being a slave." 

One woman caziw to the clinic with 
the story that she could no loziger 
bear to go on -with the marriage. "I 
stood a lot," she said, "but when be 
began beatizig the children, that was 
too much." She wanted a divExue, 
she thought, but did ziot kziow how to 
go' about getting it. 

When the social worker suggested 
that Senta bring her husband to the 
cUzde, she said she did not know how 
to' get him to come. She should keep 
blame out of her -voice, she was ad- 
vised, when talking to him. She could 
tell him It was she who was inneed of 
help for her problem, that she was 
after all the mother, of his children, 
that she wanted 1» do the best by 
them. " _ : 

"1 never believed he would consent 
to come." Senta exclaimed.-- Sur- 
prisingly., he did. 

"When be came to the service, we 
found he had severe personal 
problems," the social worker 
relates. "He began to open up, first 
in private sessions, ^en in the 
presence of his wife. having them 

discuss their problems together, we 
opened achazmel of coznm unication. 
TTiey are in for a long treatment, but , 
we hope their home can be saved." ‘ 

Sometimes it is the tezislozis of dai- 
ly Ufe that lead to fazziUy breakdown, 
tbe social weaker observes, but often 
with a bit of professional help the 
person is able to develop his own 
resources fbr dealing with his situa- 
tion. 

Public education on family and 
marital problems and Ineorpex'ation 
of a marriage azid faznily couzisellizig 
service as an integral part of coni- 
jx>ehensive cozzimuziity public health 
and wrifare programmes are still a 
long way off; but the Israel Family 
Cbunselling Association has taken a 
step in this directiozL

LONDON (Ofzis). — The claim that 
the uzdver^ holiday bug stopper, 
Ekitero Vioform, is not the good news 
we all thought it was has filled me 
with gloom. Not that 1 ate muclLof 
tne sfoft, but any ttoe one tries to 
discredit a pill you can he sure as 
day follows night that we'U get some 
doctor denouncing the pill-fed 
millions and saying how rotten tt is 
that we're a dnig^lependent society. 

r must say I I'esent aH this. It 
seezns to he getting at zne personal- 
ly. 1 take a lot of pills and I am not 

ashamed of it — though no more, I 
suspect, than quite a lot of people 
who've been made to be ashamed of 
it by doctors. I don't. I admit, take 
tranquillizers — but that's only 
because I have no wish whatever to 
be tranquil. 

I take secret-of-etemal-youth pills 
to stop my hair falling out and my 
eys swimming with tears; the oc- 
casional courses of pills to stop me 
eating everything I see: aspirins for 
the odd headache; and the razre non- 
barbiturate sleeping pill for the 
nights when the mind won’t stop buz- 
zing. And why shouldn't I? 

' What really gets me about tbe anti- 
1^11 brigade is that they seem to think 
the thing Is wrong simply because 
there are such large numbers doing 
iL They get shrill about every seeozid 
housewife in Dusseldorf taking 
tranquillizers or note with disgust 
that the citizens of consume 
their own weight in aspirin every 
year: but they don't explain why that 
mokes it all more wicked for me. I 
don't see it. 

If I have a headache, am I sup- 
posed to go on having the headache 
just because too many other people 
have had headaches that week 
already? Isitall rightif 5,000 women 
In a town are guzriiiig the stuff, had 
if 6,000 are — and then do I suddenly 
become bad just because I’m 
number 5,001? ^ the days of bat's 
blood and herbal remedies, there 
was maybe only one lady per village 
who needed the stuff; now there are 
more of us, so thank goodness 
they’ve found a way of mass- 
producing the reznedy. 

I remember the sinking feeling I 


got when my eldest child got to the 
point where he could swallow a pUl 
without turning purple and splutter- 
ing all over the room. It should have 
been a great day but it wasn't, for up 
till then, whenever I to cope with 
some infant ailment like flu or 
zneasles or an arithmetic test. I hod 
seen myself as an at^el of light pour- 
ing soznething soothing from a 
spoon. Now, suddenly, I was a pill- 
pushing mt^er, stut^g my -young 
with addictive wickedness. 

And in any case, what’s the alter- 
native? Unless you seriously believe 
that suffering ennobles (a theory I’m 
only prepared to put to the test with 
other people's suffering) are you 
really going to say ‘Til lay off the 
aspirin because I think too many 
people guzzle the stuff at the present 
time?” It doesn't seem very likely. 

What is likely is that someone who 
doesn't himself need pills will come 
round and make you feel rotten 
about it; just as the Natural Child- 
birth movement has made hundreds 
of women feel guilty about having 
pains in labour. It’s fine to sc^ “1 am 
so healthy and well-a^usted that I 
don’t need drugs"; but it rapidly 
becomes "You're a weakling to 
have these drugs whether you need 
them or not" and that's quite an- 
other matter. 

If I were a Victorian matron who 
could retire for hours to a bed in 
lavender-scented darkness, I znight 
well not reach so greedily for the 
aspirin. And if I belonged in a world 
where they would venerate my grey 
hairs, say "Yes, Mama” whenever I 
spoke and thlzik that my wisdom 
grew with my waistline, I zziigfat well 
give up any attempt to arrest the 
downward slide. 

But I don't. I live — we all live — at 
a pace, with an insecurity, which 
makes us need all the help we can 
get. And if some sunny earth mother 
whose extreme youth and creamy 
skin enables her to despise all ar- 
tificial aides comes rouiid and tries 
to make me feel sleasy and corrupt 
for gulping the odd tablet, why then 
ru — well ru make her wish 1 was 
on tranquillizers, that's all. I'll cer- 
tainly do my best to make sure tbri 
she needs them after meeting me.

The astonishing variety 
of the Spanish dance 










Silvia Duran 

THE astcsiishing variety of Spaziish 
dance was demonstrated by Silvia 
Duran atthe Tsavta Qub in Tel A-viv 
on Sunday night when she presented 
a brilliant new solo programme of 
seven dances — and brought the 
house down. 

Three of the dances were regional. 
'With short-skirt, soft-shoe charm 
that involved various types of 
footwork — hi^ kicks and turzis in 
Malagan style, swift leaps and 
“travelling” in northern Jota and In- 
tricate ankle action in Salamancan 
tradition. Each had its own kind of 
gaiety and tease. 

For sensual el^ance there was 


the opening classical Sevillian 
dance, in magnificent foamlzig- 
frilled dress. For sensual boldness, 
two flamencos of different appeal 
conveyed the smouldering sentiment 
within the Spanish temperament 
One was more of the theatre type 
with Castanet encouragement, long- 
tailed excitement, dramatic shawl 

K..|i^ay tapp^ — 

“in all of which the dance never lost 
. dignity. Yet .It was. in the ..final 
flamenco that Silvia Duran showed 
her virtuosity, -with a sapateado on a 
table top where her heels almost 
spoke and where hbr fiery, flashing 
movements raised tbe temperature. 
Tbe full house roared for more. 

In several of the dances Silvia 
Duran had the live accompaniment 
of guitarist Baldi Oiler who showed 
equal competence in classical and 
gipsystyle. Whenattheendhebroke 
into Latin-American song and 
rhjrthm — while the dancer gave ozie 
of her encores — voice, instirument 
and player came really alive. 

Silvia Duran's particular gifts lie 
in her capacity to change from 
lyrical to dramatic dance — and the 
use she makes of her skills. Tbe easy 
side-stepping seductiveness, the 
arched body in flamezico finy, the 
use of castanets to heighten com- 
ment, the control of speed and space, 
pause and pulse, the subtle tiiziizig, 
showed her as the true aztist — to 
her fingertips and her heel taps.

A beautiful, clear diction 


Tke SrVtTOA&I RADIO SYMFHOKT 
OROISSTRA, wttli Mlotets. the Seirth 
Genaan Radio Oiolr (directed by Bfaiiaiis 
Veorborg), the BavartM Radio Choir 
(directed b; Beliu fifaiide)i condiKted by 
Gary BertlaS (BlayoBel Baoomah, 
JenioaleiD — Augut ?)• Bach:

The iS'ederal ftepublic of Germany 
has made a major contribution to 
this year's Israel lilestlva] by sen- 
ding us over 200 musicians — 
soloists, choirs and an orchestra — 
to present outstanding works by 
Bach. Stravinsky, Schoenberg and 
Beethoven. 

Ihe orchestra Is, of course, an out- 
standing example of discipline, ex- 
celling in precision playing, tone 
balance and complete attention to 
the conductor's directives. Ihe cbcdrs 
have a strong, healthy tone quality, a 
wide range of dynamics, and, above ' 
all, a beautifully clear diction. This 
latter virtue was also outstanding 
among the soloists. (It is one sorely 
missing among our local talent and 
many* visitors from abroad, who 
often keep us guessing as to what 
language they are singing) . 

Guenter Reich as Gabriel — In the 
Schoenberg ^ro^k — was as dramatic 
and warm as required, and 
dominated the proceedings in this 
Evangellst'like part all the w^. All 
the others in the cast were first 
class: Jan Blinkhof (One of the 
Called^: Klaus Klrehner (A 
Protester and as The Chosen One); 
Peter Lmdroos (One In Search); 


Matti Juhani (The Monk): and es> 
lieclally, Eva Gs^ (The Dying and 
The Soul) . Their speaking or singing 
fitted well Into the atmosphere of 
this mystic symposium on God. 
Death and the Hereafter. The choirs, 
split up into groups reflecting 
different reactions to the exposition 
of the various aspects of the subject, 
added good singing, recitii^ in un- 
perturbed rhythmical variants. The 
orchestra often covered the voices, 
but this was probably prescribed by 
jthe composer for dreumatic effect. 
I And dramatic effect the work un- 
I doubtedly had though its period text 
' (written during the First World War, 
In bombastic, flowery, Wagnerian 
German by the composer himself) is 
rather a hindrance to the unbiassed 
acceptance of the experience. But 
then, the music is not to every- 
body's taste — Schoenberg's 
“Jacobsleiter" is listed as a 'frag- 
ment* as It is uncompleted (there is a 
whole, very long, second part of 
some hours' duration among his 
papers) and it probably owes its 
' belated performance to the tendency 
in^ired by the last anniversary (In 
1974) to dig out forgotten or 
neglected scores and pay tribute to 
this ^ant of modem thought and 
musical-intellectual speculation. 

Admirable, Indeed, was the 
technical execution of mis moat com- 
plicated work by everyone concern- 
ed — orchestra musician, choir- 
singer, soloist — and fbU honours to 
Ga^ Bertlnl for mastering such an 
ambltioua and demanding under- 
taking with such flair and convincing 
dedication.

Eubinsteiii laureate triumphs

IT WOULD be no exaggeration to 
say that Gerhard Oppitz, laureate of 
the 1977 Rubinstein International 
Piano Competition, marked bis se- 
cond triumph in Israel with these 
two recitals. J3e not only proved 
worthy of the lofty title, but in fact 
surpassed what could have been ex- 
pected of him. 

Here at last we have a pianist who 
puts Beethoven first. It has recenUy 
become the fashion to look at 
Beethoven through an intensely per- 
sonal prism. This baa often resulted 
In Interpretational distortion. 
Without rejecting a priori all of these 
sometimes fascinating searches fdr 
originality, one could not but rejoiee 
immensely to experience again the 
Beethoven we know: the Beethoven 


of titanic strife, overpowering 
strength, majestic breadth and in- 
evitable victory. Oppitz does not 
hesitate to produce huge choral fbr- 
tissixe of orchestral scopes. Qm- 
trasts are brought out with undiluted 
clariiy. Even lyrical, "romantic'' 
passages are endowed with an un- 
dertone of strength and will-power. 
No softness, no pliancy, no 
diminutive sophistication. Nothing is 
shrouded in vagueness or ambiguity. 

Oppitz Is an artist whose Inter- 
pretational outlook is completely 
clear and he pursues his goal with 
determination and authority. His In- 
terpretations also show a magnifi- 
cent sense of form and architectonic 
construction. All this would have 
been impossible had Oppitz not been 
blessed with a breathtaking 
technical ability and a grip on the 
keys which is firm as steel. To sum 
up, at 24 ^^tz is already a great ar- 
tist. With his discipline and striving 
for perfection, he may still have 
more surprises in store.

Id a special report published a week 
befen-e.

Fteance Committee about this com- 
pany. 

Ibe CbmptroDer had printed to 
several Irr^rularities, including ac- 
counting procedures which may 
have encouraged the company’s 
employees to accumulate foreign 
currency holdings abroad; impn^er 
Income tax payments on behalf of 
employees^ which almost amounted 
to abetting income tax avoidance; 
excessive foreign travel; and tbe ae- 
eumulattou of couMderable losses. 


Auto insurance rates to increase 
by 30% in the next four months

Finance Minister Slmba BhrUch- 
has decided not to change the law 
and regulations for compulsory car 
Insurance approved by tte Kbesaet 
last year, but to raise the premiums 
by 14A per cent in September. A 
further rise of an estimated 15 per 
cent win follow 1 b January 1978. 

According to the law. premiums on 
compulsory car insurance may be 
raised twice a year, on January l 
and July 1 by a foil rise of the Gost- 
of- Livl^ kidex. When the law was 
discussed last year, the Knesset 
Finance Committee asked the 
Treasury to postpone the first ad- 
justment of the premiums to 
September 1. instead of July 1 . 

Die rise Is based on the increase in 


the Index for tbe average of' 
January-Marcb over the average of 
Jttly-September 1976. The half- 
' yearly Inereaaea in the premiums 
will not be cumulative. 

When the law for compulsory 
automobile Insurance was passed by 
the E^ireaet, the Treasury said that 
tbe premiuma would be reviewed in 
tbe light of experience. Dr. fien-Ami 
Zuck ermazif the Cbmmissloner of hi- 
suranceinthe Treasury, aaldyester- 
day that it was still too early for an 
evaluation. 

So far, premiums to a total of 
HAOOm. have been collected for In- 
surance policies valid up to mid-i978. 
Zuckerman therefore believes that a 
re-aaaessment of the premiums vdll 
not be possible before 1979. 

2kickerman added that in the first 
five months of the year claims had 


been filed tor ILl50-200m., which can 
come close to ILfiOOm. on an ammal 
basis. 

Since insurance premiums will go 
up 30 per cent in the next fotur 
; months, ear ownera may find it 
, vrorth their while to cheek whether 
‘ they win not (wme out cheaper by 
I cancelling their insurance before the 
expiry of their policy, and then take; 
out anewpoliey for a year before tbe ' 
new premiums come into effect. 

The new losuranee rates, from 
September, win be ILB70 instead of 
1L800 for cars with engines of up to 
l.OOOce. caj^lty; ILa.iOS instead of 
HB70 for ears of 1,000-1.500 ee.; and 
HA,200 Instead of Ha,050 for ears 
with a capacity of 1,500-2,000 cc.

Tons of meat 
in deep freeze 
over a year

Jerusalem Post Beporter 
The government has dozens of tons 
of meat which have been in the deep 
freeze for over a year, the Health 
Ministry spokesman said yesterday. 

The spokesman said that the 
mmiatry's director-general, Ya’acov 
Menczel, twn week ordered that the 
meat, which includes both beef and 
turkey, be kept off the market until 
health experts determine if it Is stiU 
fit for conaumption. Although meat 
is usually sold on a first-in first-out 
basis, there are sometimes slip-ups 
In the system, the spokesman said. 

At the same time Menczel ordered 
Dr. Vera Adler, tee director of public 
health, to carry out a general in- 
vestigation of the conditions of food 
supervision by all local and national 
agencies. ISie order, it was learned, 
was to a large extent a result of an 
expose on television regarding iin- 
sanitaiy canditiona in food produc- 
tion and marketing. The expose was 
particularly eooeerned with meat. 

Tbe spokesman also noted teal 
during tbe past few months the 
ministry has confiscated and 
destroyed tons of spoiled fish. Tbe 
director-general has also set up a 
committee of experts to check on the 
quality of meat sold in Israel. 

Tbe Health Ministry has recently 
been pressing for the establishment 
of a central food authority which 
would control all aspects of food 
supervision.

Tbe First International Bank has a 
new savings scheme in which 
deposits will be linked to the extent 
of 70 per cent to tee dollar, and 
carrying 4 per cent annual Interest 
also linked to the dollar.

According, to tbe bank’s 
calculations, the return on tbe new 
savings sctiCTe is higher then that 
on Index-linked saving schemes as 
long as the rate of devaluation is 
higher than domestic price inflation. 
Tbls, tbe bank says, reflects official 
policy which alms at devaluing tbe 
lira by some 4-5 per cent a year more 
than the rate of domestic price infla- 
tion.

Call to reactivate 
‘Free Zone’ at Kishon

HAIFA. — An appeal for aasistanee 
to get the Kishon Barbour “Free 
Port Zone” gring was presented to 
Industry, Cbmmerce and Tourism 
Minister Yigal Hurvltz by the Haifa 
'branch of the Economic 
Organizations Coordination Com- 
mittee at a meeting last week. 

The committee representatives 
said they believed that if the 
Ministry’s Investment Centre would 
direct three or four investors to the 
FVee Zone, the only one in Israel, it 
could be turned into a thriving ex- 
port business. 

They noted that the FVee Zone was 
established by the Forts Authority 
over tero years ago. but hsid aroused 
little interest. The 6,(X)0 square 
metre buildlttg tbe Authority hstd 
erected in the Zone for hire to poten- 
tial investors had aroused little de- 
mand, they noted. 

The board chairman of the Ports 
Authority, Dr. Naftali teydra, told 
The Jerueolem Post thrt the IL6m. 
building had not remained empty, 
despite the limited Interest In the 


FVee 2bne, but was being fully ex- 
ploited as a container store house. 
“We were fortunate to have the 
building ready,’’ he noted. 

At present only one FVee Zone 
enterprise, a carpet repair workshop 
. which handies imported rugs for re- 
export. is located in the building, oe- 
etq>ying 600 sq.m, of floor space. A 
spice dealer who had also taken 
space closed after six months, and a 
leather clothing firm which had 
taken an option had let it lapse. 
Wydra said. 

He noted that the uslstance 
offered to investors in development 
areas was more attractive than the 
terms offered in the FVee Zone, 
which include approved enterprise 
status, exemption from taxes Emd 
tees for live yesurs, free use of 
foreign currency, and absence of 
complex documentation. 

The idea Is to encourage industrial 
exporters to use the Zone for 
assembly, finishing and packing of 
Imported materials for re-export. 

He believed that the Zone would 
get a boost If Israel reaches an open 
borders agreement with its 
neighbours.

Vegetable grading causes dispute

There bos recently been a serious 
decline in tbe grading of vegetables, 
resulting In losses to farmers and dis- 
putes with buyers, according to an in- 
terview with Haim Porat, Thnva's 
manager of tbe vegetable division, 
published in Tnuva’s latest mont^ 
bulletin. 

Porat explained that in most 
agricultural settlements there are 
authorized graders who have un- 
dergone courses by Tnuva. 


Vegetables are given grades of 10, 20 
and so, with 10 being the highest. But 
reeeutly, according to Porat, tee 
standards of grading have fallen off, 
with the result that produce has to be 
re-graded In Thuva’s warehouees. 

Penrat added that the fault did not 
always lie with the graders in the 
settlements, because produce 
properly graded on tee farm could 
deteriorate en route to .the 
warehouse, because of improper 
transport, excessive heat and other 
causes.

OK THE EVE of U.S. Secretai? of State Vance’s arrival in 
Jerusalem it is possible to detect a certain rbythm in his swing 
through the area. 

He has arrived at each of the major capitals with vdiat is hail- 
ed as a concession from the **other'* side, in order to obtain a 
favourable response. 

Thus in Ca^ he confronted 8adat with Zsraers willingness to 
go to Geneva or engage in talks’in Kew York, and got Sadat to 
agree at least to the latter. From there Mr. Vance went to 
Damascus to tell Assad that Sadat had agreed to New York, 
thus offering at least a temporary way of side-stepphig the 
Falestlniah problem. Assad In turn agreed to very much 
watered-down New York meetings, hut insisted fundamentally 
on Geneva with the PLiO. 

And yesterday, prior to Mr. Vance's arrival in Israel, Presi- 
dent Carter, amplified by statements from the Vance en- 
tourage, disclosed that the FLO might be prepared to ’'accept'' 
resolution 242 thereby Israel. The Secretary of State’s 
spokesman added that the U.S. would consider such a PLO 
move as tazttamount to the terrorist organisation’s altering its 
notorious Covenant which calls for the elixnlnatlon of Israel. 
eVance only recently mode a change in the Covenant a specific 
condition for FtiO participation In peace talks.) 

The intention, presumably, Is to confront Israel with the possi- 
ble makings of a U.S.-Arab front favouring a Geneva conference 
with the PLO. 

This is, of course, a far cry from the statements in Washington 
last month during Mr. Begin's visit. It is a far cry from agree- 
ment to free negotiations between the parties with no pre- 
conditions or, in plain language, stacked cards. Rather the out- 
come of the negotiations, it seems, should be shaped before they 
begin — as the Arabs have alwa}^ demanded. 

Presumably If the PLO were Indeed ready to "accept” 242, as 
the U.S. has for lot^ intended, they would also Insist on amen- 
ding the resolution, which talks only of "refugees" and not 
Palestinian rights. 

Now it Ediould be clear that there are rather specific American 
commitments to Israel on these mattexs. According to these 
comznltments, the U.S. will not agree to any change in the wor- 
ding of 242 without Israel agreement and recognizes Israel’s 
ri^t to veto the participation of the FLO in Geneva. 

Certainly it would be unfortuziate If the PLO question were at 
tbig stag^ allowed to block the prospects that appeared to have 
opened for negotiations. 

Those prospects, deriving from a willingness to hold free- 
wheeling talks vFlth no predetermined outcome, were anchored 
in a rational procedural approach to the various elements of the 
Israel-Arab conflict: the relatively easier Issues should be 
tackled first imd the more knotty problems later, with each 
agreed step fostering further ^reement. 

The Arabs have, however, always resisted such a method. 
They have wanted the result predetermined ^ through the 
"good offices" of the U.S. 

Washington has always resisted gettlngltself Into such a fixed 
position, knowing it could stifle the very possibility of any talks. 
Hopefully nothing has occurred during Mr. Vance’s trip that 
would dampen the prospects of genuine negotiations. 

No charts to Jerusal^ 

THE GONTINUIKG refusal of the State Department to let 
American aircraft bx^g paseexigera to Atarot airport, 
Jerusalem, is a cause of genuine puzzlement. 

The area iS'Olaaslfled by Western officialdom as "occupied 
territory." that is true. The Americans do not approve the crea- 
tion of Jewish settlements there ~ a fact we have to put up with. 
But Geneva Conventlozis surely do not prohibit the development 
of a tourist amenity like civil aviation. 

Holiday-makers — Arab andnon-Arab ^ are allowed to travel 
into larael overland from across the Jordan border. Izideed 
Americana take charter flights to Amman, and then board a bus 
for Jerusalem. 

But they cannot make a short cut, and fly to Jerusalem direct. 
The airport was not built by Israelis; It was there before 1967. 
All the travel authorities are trying to do Is utilize it, develop it, 
esepand it. Visitors who arrive there put up in the local hotels, a 
good many of which are Arab-owned, Practically all of them 
have Arabs on theb* payroll. 

Foreign guests shop not only in West Jerusalem, but also (and 
mainly) in the Old City. They patronize not only Jewish 
restaurants, but enjoy shuhlik and kebab in many excellent es- 
tablishments situated within a stone’s throw of Damascus Gate. i 

The tourist inflow Is a purely commercial activity, which does 
not give lurael any political r^hts over the administered areas | 
that we did not possess biefore. Nor does It afiord the xxiilltary 
any tactical or strategic advantage. 

All that the State Depaxtment’s hlaixkat ban accompUsbes is , 
to prevent American voyagers who wasit to use a particular 
route from indulging their wish. Other countries, sad to say, 
have followed Wasl^gton's example. What contribution that 
makes to peace and international understanding is hard to 
fathom.

Begin doesn’t need the DMC 


LAST WEEK'S DECISION of the 
Democratic hbvement for CSiange 
not to enter the coalition on the 
terms being offered at present, end-, 
ed on a cryptic note by ProS. Ylgael. 
Tadin that the day of the DMCs en- 
try Into the government "was 
near." 

If Prof. Yadln was seeking to ex- 
preH the hitherto frustrated but 
none the less avid cravlx^ of a 
significant segment of , i the DMC to 
enter the coalition at any price, he 
was not far from tiie marie. Hla 
remark also reflected the equally in- 
tense desire on the part of ^ the 
Liberal Party contingent In' the 
Likiid fbr reinforcement by the DMC 
within the Cabinet. 

Prof. Yadin’s estimate was wide of 
the mark, however, if it was based 
on a belief that hfr. Begin needed the 
DMC to flesh out his majority. Two 
months after the establishment of 
his government, political reality 
would seem to Indicate that Mr. 
Begin feels that he does not really 
ae^ the DMC. While tt would be nice 
to have their 15 votes to make life 
easier for the coalition foot-soldiers 
in the Knesset, their adherence to 
the coalition is far from being an ab- 
solute necessity. 

This would seem to be the major 
explanation for the cal and mouse 
game the Prime BGnlster and the 
Likud negotiators have been playing 
with the DMC. 

Mr. Begin's coalition at present In- 
cludes the Likud's 4S seats, the 
National Religious Party's 12. and 
Moshe Dayan, for a total of B8. Ihe 
Aguda's four and Poalei Aguda's one 
are In a position of supporting the 
coalition conditionally but not being 


The apparently shaky numerical 
basis on which Mr. Begin's 
government continues to rest 
following the breakdown of the 
talks with the DMC is mis- 
leadingy writes Yosef Goell.

closer reading- of political 
realities would seem to indicate 
that the present government Is 
firmly entrenched.x.at least for 
the immediate future- The DMC is 
unlikely to be ofl^red better terms.

When viewed in simple numerical 
terms it is Indeed a shaky basts for a 
government. But when one think,^ hi 
terms of potentiai sccnortoa isWhich 
motions of noHsonfidenee will be sub- 
mitted to a vote In the Knesset Mr. 
Begin should not have too much 
cause for coneera. For in suohease, 
as opposed to that of a vote of con- 
fidence. tt is the opposition which 
must muster a majority. 

Some of the optimistic thirtving 
the DMC is based on the belief that 
sooner or later there will baa faiitgg 
out between the lakud and the Aguda 
over some far out Aguda demand on 
a religious issue which the z&^crity 
of the Likud (which is secular witii a 
vengeance despite Mr. Begin’s 
flaunted religiosity) will find it tm- 
poarible or impolitic to concede. At 
that time, the thinking goes, kfr.

confidence. 

Experience in the past has shown 
that even when the Agwia's active 
support ia forfeited d.ue to 
differences on religious issues, its 
crucial abstention on motlona of no- 
confldence can be bought with 
money or its equivalent In economic 
advantages. _ 

But even if the Aguda were to vote 
against the government in a 
hypothetical falling out between 
today’s poUtteal allies, it should not ■ 
be superhumanly difficult for Mr. 
Begin to attract the one or two votes 
he would need to guarantee tiie slim 
majority he needs. Mr. Flatto- 
Sharon is already there, making It 56 
for the govemment-eana the A^da. 
Ihe Alignment’e Amos Hadar is on 
the fence or not far from It and 


susceptible to wooing hy his mentor 
Hoahe Dayan; and at least two or 
three members of ihe DMC con- 
tingent would not be averse to active 
wooing from &c Lfleud if the con- 
ditions were right 
All the above ia .to argue that Mr. 
Begin’s govemm^ is here to stay 
for the immediate Iiiture and should 
not be .expected to crumble in the 
face of thefiziat Ql-wind. To be sure, 
there axw differences of opinion on 
foreign policy, economic affairs and 
religious queetloas witliin the eoall- 
'Vriileh theoretically could widen 
to full blown schlsins. But that Is in 
the realm of theory; in practice, the 
mate Impression one gets from the- 
new government, is that nearly all of 
its protagonists are so overjoyed' at 
maung it to power after spend- 
ing so many years In the political 
desert that th^ will permit no doc- 
trinal differences to.timeaten their 
conttnustion. in power. * 

two potential exceptions to 
this statement are Minister of 
Agriculture Ailk Sharon and' the 
Prime iufiyri»»i>y viiTwaif. bfr. Sharon 
has not gone out of his way to make a 
name for hlxhself as a paragon of 
QexlbUlty; but tiie term inconstancy 


would fit him better. Altboo^ he'b 
today portrayed as the major 
representative of the annexatic^' 
elements within the government, it- 
should not be forgotten that d uriwy 
the election campaign Mr. Aaron 
was .willing to fUit with the' sup^

reason to believe that with all hia.

argument is that he really has.' 
nowhere else to go. 

Before he assumed office, Mr.' 
Begin's opponents were pre^ctlng' 
that his innate doctrinal t:^exfbUity ' 
on foreign policy would be tiie cauM' 
of his own downfall. It ia too early to 
write off this argument completely. , 
for Ae loTig run. but in the short 
Mr. Begin has confounded hia critics ' 
•with his unexpected flexibility,- 
witness hia masterful tactics on the 
going to Geneva dilemma and td his .- 
defusing of the potentially exploaive . 
settlement issue. 

There is, thus, little reason to ex- 
pect that the DMC will be offered 
' .better terms than they have been to 
date to enter Mr. Begin’f govern- 
ment. The one reasonable exception- 
to this flat statement is the offer oi 
.personal concessions to some DMC- 
leaders to Induce them to enter the 
government for the main putpose of 
bringing about a split in the DMC 
Itself. 

Zt is unlikely that this is what ProL 
Tadin had is mind when bespoke to 
the DMC OouncU last week.

CONTRAVENING AGREEMENT 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem. Poet 

Sir. — Earlier this year, you 
quoted my challenge to the customs 
authorities to show under which sec- 
tion of the agreement with the EEC 
they were allowed to cause a rise in 
duties on imported cigarettes, as has 
been done on January 1, 1977. 
Needless to soy that the challenge 
has not been met- 

However, the Finance Committee 
of the Knesset "has been convinced 
that the said rise did not Infringe on 
the agreement with the EEC..." (ac- 
cording to a letter they sent me) , and 
Dr. Mandelbaum. Dlrector-(3eneral 
of the hflnistry of Commerce and te- 
dusty has also stressed that view to 
“Ha'aretx.” 

1 now have in my possession a 
letter from the Common Market 
whdeh reads. Inter alia, as follows: 

"The Israeli Government has 
.answered that this increase is 
; Justified by havlag to compensate 
for the loss resulting from the con- 
siderable devaluation of the Israeli 
pound. Adjustments of this kind are 
specifically allowed under the GATT 
rules. 

‘The Oammiaaion has not con- 


tested that such adjustments an 
compatible with GATT but has 
pointed out that the agreement 
between the EEC and Zsraeldoesnot 
provide for this faculty. Adjustment 
of the customs duty la therefore con- 
trary to tins agreement and can only 
be effected with the consent of the 
Community Authorities. Israel has 
not requested such authorization, 
and the increase must therefore be 
cancelled. On 28 jLise, 1877. the Cbm- 
fflisslon sent a formal diplomatic 
note to the Israeli Government In- 
dicating this fact." 

It may be interesting to note that, 
on the Gbntinent, such an agreement 
becomes part of the law of the land. 
Hence, any citizen may sue the. 
government for infringing on an In- 
ternational convention to which his 
count^ la a signatory. Xtefortunate- 
ly. this is not the case here, and the 
(xoverfunent has collected mlUioxai 
of pounds under a regulation which 
contravenes Its own international 
signature. Justifying such Infringe- 
ment publicly makes things even 
worse, and the citizen, under our 
laws.

'WE SWITCHED over to Jordan T~V 
one evening last week and found 
ourselves In the Middle of an inter- 
view. 

The guest was Dame Kathleen Ke- 
nyon. the famous archaeologist, and 
she had some interesting things to 
8^. No , she said in answer to a ques- 
tion, she did not think that' Jericho 
had fallen at the blast of trumpets. 
&ie preferred the testimony she 
found in the soil to "literary 
testimony" usually written long 
after the event. 

What about the Temple of 
'Solomon? She was prepared to 
believe that It bad once es^ed. sbe 
said, but did not believe that a single 
atone remained extant anywhere.

It is always claimed that subsidies 
should be paid directly to the poor, 
and goods should not be su'baldteed. 

Actually, when goods are sub- 
sidized, Ud8 is also a way of suti- 
sldlzing the poorer aecttpns. as they 
receive much more toaa th^ pay in 
taxes, while, the richer sections pay 
much more'intaxea than-they 
receive back In subsidies. 

Experience based on a period of 
several decadte* in various countries 
shows that giving subsidies to the 
poorer sections instead of aub^ 
sidlzing goods does not work 'well for 
the fODowlzig reasons. : . 

1. A special body has to be created 
in order to de t e rm ine- who is entitled 
to the subsidy. Li spite of the con- 
siderable e^^ense Involved, xnls- 
takes occite and subsidies are paid to 
pei^le who do not need them, ^es 
goods are subsidized, expenses In- 
volved ia establishing lists and In- 
vestigating recipients are avoided.

'When goods are 
subsidised, such people feel they are 
supporting themselves, though in 
fa^ they receive assistence in the 
form of subsidized goods, and this is 
important for efficient work and a 
healthy attitude towards work. 

4. Subsidies given to the poorer 
sections in the form of goods Instead 
of money have slIso been tried 
witiiout much success. These goods 
are sometimes sold by the poor 
recipients to richer p eqple at a ptire' 

. lower than the prevailing market 
price, thus Indirectly subsidizing the 
we^thler people.
